"The policy of the Kepubllcan parly 
Is not to shut out foreign manufac 
I urea, but to foster domestic manu- 
factures and to keep the American 
Aork iiiK'nan eniploN ed. 

'"I'lie tariff sliould be revicetl HO far 
as may be nerchh:ny to keep prices 
Horn beitiK exortjiialit . so that, us I 
liave e\pluiiii-d in ni> spi'i'( h of ae- 
cepiance. 111*' tiiiiinii .II I nriT bball se- 
cure only • iiiiuKi: pKii'M-tion to pay 
the scale of Itlgh wagea which obtains 
and ought to obtain In this country, 
and aecure a reaaonable profit from 
the busineaa." 

"What do you think, Mr. President, 
of the proposal of the third term par- 
ty to control the irnsiii through Fed- 
eral inrorporation ami regulation? " 

"It would create the most inoii 
atroiiH monopoly of pow i r in I le^ hi.i 
tory of the world a power an iiuicli 
greater, us inucli inori' aiitucraiic. than 
that of a t'aesar or a .\ai»oleon. as the 
business interests of the twentieth cen- 
tury are greater, more dominant and 
far reaching than were those of two 
ttaouaand or one hundred years ago. 

"The Payne law has had no more to 
do with advancinft the cost of IIvIiik 
than the latest .\tl:intlc cable tarlfl 
On the contrary, it hat> enabled the 
American worker to meet the i osi ot 
living aud maintain his rainily in coin 
fort. 

"Under the operation of that law 
prosperity haa been gruduully restor- 
ed alnce the panic of 1»07. Practical- 
ly every able-bodied man who la will 
Ing to work baa work, and in aome of* 
the large Induatrlal centrea, aa well as 
In other parts of the country, the de- 
mand for labor far exceeds the sup- 
ply City hoti'ls luiVf been thronged 
with buyer* from all sei ilon.s of the 
Union, who report irady wales and 
empty Bhelves, and are eaKcr imn lias 
era of goods fo replenish ilieir stoii-s.

"ll is u reform necesbary in the In- 
terest of all the people and must be 
carried through according to aome 
practical and eAelent plan that will 
remedy the grooa Inadequacy and 
marked Imperfectlona of our banking 
and currency ayatem. 

"There has been no intervention In 
."VicaraKua. I'nder conditions of an- 
archy, accompanied by acts of ruth 
ieae barbarity, .Xmerican marines 
were landed at (he reiinest and with 
the consent of the lawful liovernmeiU 
of Nicaragua to assist in protecting 
the lives and property of Americans 
and other foreigners.

"I regard vkt maintenance of an in- 
dependent Judiciary aa a aupreme ia- 
sue, and I thoroughly agree with the 
Amerieak Bar Aaeoclatlon that the re- 
call applied to Judgee would tend to 
deprive the public of Judges of abil- 
ity, character, high sense of duty and 
a due regard to enlightened public 
sentiment, and that such a Judiciary 
la absolutely necessary to the exlsl- 
pnc» of a constitutional democracy." 

"What are your views, Mr Preal- 
dent, in regard to Immigration?"

TAFT CONFIDENT 
OF RtELECTION 

Convincing Indications That the 
Republican Party is 
Still Dominant 



When President Taft was visiting 
hla brother In New York a few daya 
ago the newspaper reporters called 
upon him. After a pleaaant chat the 
President made a formal statement of 
Ills views on the poiitical situation: 

"W'tn-n 1 declared, a few wei ks ago, 
itiai I felt rea.sonably sure of niy own 
re-ele«tion in .Novembt-r, and llie suc- 
cess ot tile Ki'publican Party, 1 was 
regarded by some, as mtireiy over- 
sanguine, and unaware ot the situa- 
tion. Toiiay, however, after a number 
of indications that the Republican 
Party Is still the dominant party, and 
that the expected growth of Democra- 
tic strength haa failed to materialise, 
my early declaration is shown to he 
entitltd to respect. The Republi- 
iiiis neiessarily will have a rt'diiced 
iiiajiiiity over litUN because of the 
presence of lliree tickets in the Held, 
but I lie DeiiuHTatic party will sufl'er, 
also. The combined strength of the 
Third Term party will not be enough 
to change the ultimate result. 

"Five or six weeks ago It was as- 
serted generally that the Republican 
Party would secure the vote of the 
Solid FCast, includinK all of the New 
l-IllKlaliil States. Willi the exception of 
.Main,' and \'erinonl iliat the Deniixia- 
lu I'arty would maintain its hold on 
llie Si'lid South, and that the Third 
Tenil [i.iM.^ -wjiilil ^.-ciiie llie Solid 

W'eat, leaving only the Middle West aa 
ilebatable ground. Today, with the 
election atlll one month nway, the Re- 
publican Party flnda Itaelf wth a 
strengthened hold on the Solid Kast, 
having routed the Third Term party 
In Vermont, and the Democratic Par- 
ty in .Maine. The Third Term leaders 
recently concedeil that we would pick 
the State of Utah out of the Solid 
West, and, after contei rinK with Chair- 
man llilieH and otliers recently In the 
West, there is every reason to believe 
that the Republican Party will carry 
Michigan, Washington, Idaho and 
Wyoming. Moreover, if the proper 
kind ot a campaign la waged, we will 
carry Oregon. Kansas and Minnesota, 
where the Third Term strength has 
rapidly waned since the recent tour 
throuRh that section by the party's 
candidate 

"I am not familiar with tiie develup- 
raents iu other Western .States, al- 
though many good report.s have come 
to me at Beverly concerning them, 
but even with the Statea already men- 
tioned k can be aeen tbat there la no 
longer a Solid Went back ot the new 
party, but. more nearly, a Solid West 
reunited In support of the Republican 
ticket. This strength, added to the in 
disputable hold un the Kasterii States, 
conslilutea, in itself, a sunUient 
strength to Kive success to the party. 

"II Is s<ari ely necessary for me to 
point to the necessity of re-establlah- 
ing a Hepublican majority in the 
House of Representatrvee. If thla la 
done, I feel oonfideat that I will be 
able to have phtced oa the atatute 
hooks the workmen'a compeaaatloa 
law wklch I urged upon the laat ses- 
sion, but which waa aent to oblivion 
by the Democratic Houae. If the 
country will Kive Ihe Hepublican Party 
a coukpltte victory iu its congression- 
al, as well as Its Presidential, ticket, a 
proper tariff revLalon will be speedily 
eHeotod, with knowledge ot the tacts 
ascertained by a tariff coauilssion, 
which will harm no eae aad romove 
Ita praaoat detects."
